Glass Proposes Plan to Prevent 
Market Disasters. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 5 —— 
Amendment of the Federal Reserve 
act to make it mandatory upon the 
Federal Reserve Board to assert its 
authority and “to prevent by pen- 
alization such disasters. in stock 
gambling operations as have re- 
cently disgraced the country,” was 
advocated today by Senator Glass 
of Virginia, a former Democratic

Senator Glass last spring called 
upon the Federal Reserve Board 
to dismiss Charles E. Mitchell,

In a letter today to the meeting 
of the association of member 
banks of the Boston Federal Re- 
serve district, the Senator wrote: 

“Tf there are men in the fi- 
nancial world, as I think undoubt- 
edly there are, who imagine them- 
selves superior to the existing Gov- 
ernmental banking system and who 
are totally indifferent to the real 
commercial and industria! interests 
of the nation, the sooner such men 
are restrained and severely. dis- 
ciplined by adequate punishment,

An Imperative Obligation. 

“In my view it is the imperative 
obligation of the administrators of 
the Federal Reserve banking sys- 
tem to assert to the limit the pow- 
ers which the laws confer and, in 
this way, to assert the dignity of a 
Federal Reserve banking system 
Which was intended to be supreme 
within its sphere.”

WASHINGTON, Nov. 8.—Sena- 
ter Harry B. Hawes of Missouri, 
in a radio talk last night, opposed 
the proposal of Senator Sheppard 
of Texas, to ‘amend the YVolstead 
act so as to make the purchaser 
of auer equally punishable with 
the seller. Senator Sheppard 
spoke to a radio audience in sup- 
pert of his proposal a week ago. 

“This new proposal,” the Mis- 
sourt Senator said, “will not m- 
timidate many, but it will infuriate 
a great many. There will be in- 
dignation deep and strong at the 
attempt to put tens of millions t 
our people in the felon class. It is 
a new experiment, which wise >ro- 
hiditionists wil] not term ‘a noble 
experiment." Advocates of this 
change should ask that it be made 
by constitutional amendment, | 
through a referendum.” 

He argued that the proposed 
amendment would “add te the 
power and mmunity of the poot- 
legger by closing the mouthe of 
his customers under threat of five 
years’ imprisopment and $10,000 
fine. It would impede law enforce- 
ment and promote lawlessness. It 
would give additional security to 
the bootlegger, provide a new field 
fer the blackmailer, and create an 
enlarged ‘gangland.’

JEFFERSON, Wis., Nov. . — 
Authorities today had nothing more 
tangible than en automobile license 
number and incomplete descrip- 
tions on wuich to base their search 
for five men who robbed the Farm- 
ers’ and Merchants’ Bank yesterday 
of approximately $105,000 in cash 
and securities. The license num- 
ber apparently issued in Ohio, and 
the descriptions led the Sheriff to 
wire the Bureau of Criminal Iden- 
tification at Columbus. 

The robbery was so well executed 
that the men slipped easily through 
a hastily formed posse in Southern 
Wisconsin. 

The burglar alarm at the Farm- 
ers & Merchants Bank was set off 
about once a week for test pur- 
poses. Another bank, just across 
the street, sounded its alarm most 
every day at 3 p. m. when the bank 
closed. Consequently, citizens paid 
no attention when its clanging ac- 
tually signaled a robbery. Only a 
few passersby and a neighbor gro- 
cer realized that the bank was de- 
ing robbed and they were held at 
bay at the point of a pistol. 

The men, unmasked and each 
carrying a pistol, strode inte the 
bank at noon, forced five persons 
to lie on the floor, slugged Assist- 
ant Cashier W. S. Kister and after 
firing several shots, went through 
the vault and cages. They od- 
tained $8400 in cash, $28,000 in 
negotiable Liberty bonds and $69,- 
000 in non-negotiable securities. 
The loss was covered by insurance. 

All main roads in Wisconsin 
were put under guard as county 
authorities watched for the robbers. 
They were reported seen at Hebron, 
a small town south of Jefferson, 
heading toward Illinois. 

Only four persons were in the 
bank, during the noon hour, when 

* 
the robbers drove rp. One man re- 
mained on guard on the sidewalk, 
while the other four entered. 
Charies Owen, a manufacturer, was 
looking into the bank window. The 
men seized hin and took him in- 
side. He and two assistant cash- 

iers, W. 8. Kisper and Frederick 
Bullwinkel, Lucille Langer, a clerk, 
and Leonard Vogel, a grocer, were 
ordered to lie. down. 

While two men guarded them, 
the other two scooped up the cash 
and securities in the cages and 
vault. 

When Kispert touched off the 
burglar alarm one of the men fired 
twice. Kispert then was beaten by 
one of the robbers with his re- 
volver. As he raised himself on 
one elbow and groaned the robber 
leveled his gun at him and said: 
“One more groan and it'll be your 
last.” 

The four then ran out and es- 
caped.

tien of the inefficiency of insurance 
companies operating under the State 
compensation insurance law. The case, 
No. C-66142, employe Floyd Cochrane 

employer, Springfield Traction Co., 
does not involve an insurance company 
at all. The risk was not, and is not 
now, insured. The Springfield Traction 
Co. ie a self-insurer and does not carry 
any compensation policy in any insurance 
company and did not at the time this 
accident occurred, on Oct. 1, 1928. There- 
fore, if there was any delay in the set- 
tlement it cannot be blamed on an in- 
surance company. 

It was only because of the State in- 
surance feature that the private in- 
surance companies fought the compen- 
sation law. Otherwise they were in fa- 
vor of it. Most of the companies served 
notice upon their agents that if a com- 
pensation act was not passed in this State 
they would withdraw as far as em- 
ployers’ liability insurance was con- 
cerned, as the activity of the damage 
suit lawyers was such that the business 
could not be transacted excepting at pro- 
hibitive rates which the average assured 
would not be willing to pay. The in- 
surance companies co-operated with the 
Associated Industries, the same as all 
ether business organizations did, in 
bringing about the passage of the work- 
men's compensation act. 

When the question of State Insurance 
came up in the Legislature, the em- 
plerers of Missourt opposed this amend- 
ment to the compensation act. Wulle 
the insurance companies took no active 
part in the opposition. as far as the 
Legislature was concerned, they did urge 
the employers to oppose State Insurance, 
but not the compensation act itself, as 
they were strongly in favor of it. 

There are on) seven states in the 
United States which have state in- 
surance—Nevada, North Dakota, Ore- 
gon, West Virginia, Wyoming, Wash- 
ine ge and Ohio. The only industrial 
stat ot these seven ts Ohio. 

As an evidence of the inefficiency of 
the Ohio State fund in taking care of 
the employer. we can cite a recent case 
where an employe was killed in Ohio. 
His employer thought the case was cov- 
ered by the Ohio State fund but when he 
presented the case to the Compensation 
Commission of Ohio he was informed 
that the State fund had not renewed the 
policy and that he was without cover- 
age and the case was not compensable. 

In other words, the Ohio State fund 
was not sufficiently interested in the 
employer's insurance fo see that his 
policy was renewed, which ts quite the 
contrary when an tnsurance ‘company 
bas the insurance. In that Ohio ease 
the employer was sued for damages at 

common law and was obliged te pay & 
substantiai amount in settlement of the 
case out of bis own pocket. We can 
cite many instances of imefficiency in 
service in connection with compensation 
matters in states controlled by monop- 
olistic state funds. Not long ago the 
manager of one of the state funds in a 
Western state stopped in St. Louis on 
his way Bast and remarked that. he had 
given up his position because the ap- 
peintment of his assistants was dictated 
adlely by political expediency rather 
than ability. He found that whenever 
he asked for a payroll auditer or under. 
writer a man was furnishéd to him whe 
was better qualified te be a machinist 
or a bricklayer. and that be Whimeelf was 
about the only man in the Wette er.

The whole people are like that, even Judges and law 
makers. 

Judge Faris reminded the grand jury of this ob 
vious truth while advising it. as a court must, that 
“as patriotic, decent citizens, you must regard this 
law as any other.” He added that the grand juror 
is “deaf, dumb and blind” who has not by this time 
realized that this law is one upon which. the people 
have become divided. That fs, it is a law which bas 
not, as all laws must have to be respected, the con- 
sent of the governed. Judge Faris therefore said 
in substance that the grand jury is to take the law 
for what it is worth and né more. It is on its way 
to the joke book, there to slumber with the old Mis- 
souri statute against bunting on Sunday, the law in 
Kansas which makes it a misdemeanor not to kill a 
grasshopper on sight. The Texas-Kansas- Missouri nine- 
foot bedsheet law, the ordinance in Bos Angeles which 
forbids street car conductors to shoot jackrabbits from 
the platform, North Carolina’s disqualification of 
agnostics upon the witness Stand and Iowa's hallowed 
commandment against driving on Sunday faster than 
a horse can walk. They were all devout reforms in 
their time, as the dry law has been in our own. 

The Post-Dispatch has frequently said of the Fed- | 
eral judiciary that it is the ultimate safeguard of 
our liberties. Congress, as we are learning from 
investigation of the lobby, may be swept off its feet 
in any direction. The States, as we learned some years 
ago in Oregon, may or.may not prize the guarantees . 
of the Constitution. The people, as we saw in the 
last presidential election, are under the skin the 
same people who for 300 years reddened the religious 
battle fields of Europe. Even the United States 
Supreme Court has been carried so far afield in 
the prohibition controversy that Justice Brandeis 
said in dissenting from the wire-tapping decision: 
“If the Government becomes a law breaker, it breeds 
contempt for law; it invites every man to become a 
law unto himself: it invites anarchy.” 

But the Federal judiciary, albeit sometimes reflect- 
ing the dry psychosis, as in the recent decisions that 
the buyer and seller are equally guilty, is in the main 
removed from the passions of this great conflict. 
The Judges are appointed for life They are upon 
the whole a thoughtful body of men who are as 
learned in the law as they are familiar with those 
emotional phenomena which may be said to make 
history picturesque. The teniperature of the Federal 
jJediciary in the grave matter of prohibition has 
been perceptibly cooling for several years. Mr. Lin- 
coln said that the country could not exist half slave 
and half free, and the Federal Judges are fully cog- 
nizant of what Prof. Howard Lee McBain of Columbia 
University calls the contradiction of the prohibition 
law meaning everything to one man and nothing to 
another. 

Judge Faris has done more than to make vocal 
the present humor of the Federal judiciary on the 
subject. He has also sounded a warning ‘that it is

Lentil soup is a dish that should 
be served more often, especially in 
cold weather. Lentils are nourish- 
ing, inexpensive and, when properly 
cooked, appetizing. For soup use 
the red variety and soak one cupful 
over night in one quart of cold wa- 
ter. In the morning, cover with two 
quarts boiling water, add a large 
onion, one-half cup diced celery, 
the same of carrots, one tah 
of salt and an inch slice of fat da- 
con or a ham bone.

be skimmed off with a spoon when 
hot if great care is taken. 

If the soup is desired free from 
all fag, it can be poured over some 
cracked ice while still warm and 
the fat particles will harden and 

adhere to the ice. Any fat remain- 
ing after this treatment can be 
taken off by passing.a clean biot- 
ting paper through Ane surface of 
the soup. The biotting paper will 
absorb Ahe fat. 

If a perfectly clean soup is de- 
sired, the vegetables should be 
strained’ from the liquid and the 
white of an egg with the washed 
and crushed ‘shel? added to the coo) 
soup. 

Place it over the fire and stir 
constantly until it has boiled sev- 
eral minutes: Remove from the 
fire and strain through a very fine 
clean cheese cloth. 

This clear broth can then be fe- 
heated and served very hot. For a 
more filling soup, the gs a 
may be left in.

professional looking about those 
‘puffy brown balls of emptiness! 

Filled with a thick, well flavored’ 
custard, they are general favorites, ) 
but they are no less appreciated 
when the filling consists of ice 
cream or whipped cream stiffened 
with a little gelatine, or a combina- 
tion of fruit and whipped cream. 
Tiny cream puffs—-no bigger than 
a 50-cent piece—filled with cream 
cheese are delicious with a salad, : 
or filled with deviled ham or 
mashed sardines or any of a num- 
ber of such things, they make un- 
usual and delicious appetizers. 

No matter what the filling, the 
shells or puffs are made in the same 
way, and here is the recipe. 

Put one-half cup of butter and 
one cup of boiling water in a sauce- 
pan and heat to the boiling point. 
When doiling rapidly, pour in — 
cup of sifted flour all at once and 
stir vigorously with a wooden spoon 
until the mixture forms a‘ ball 
around the spoon and comes away 
from the sides of the pan. This 
will probably not take more than 
a minute or two 

This part of the process must be 
done quickly, and the flour dumped 
in all at once or the mixture will 
not be smooth. Remove from the 
fire and empty inte a bowl. Cool 
slightly, say for about 10 minutes, 
then add four eggs, one at a time. 
The eggs are sll to be beaten be- 
fore adding them to the flou™mix- 
ture, but each egg must be thor- 
oughly beaten. into the mixture be- 
fore the next is added. At first 
you will find that the dough will 
separate into a number of small 
flakes, but by beating, it will join 
together again into.a velvet-smooth 
mass. 

When the eggs have all been 
added, drop the dough from a spoon 
onto a greased baking pan, leaving 
at least two inches. between each 
cream puff to allow for rising. 
Bake in a moderate oven for 30; 
te 40 minutes, depending on the 
If they are to be small and filled 
with cheese for serving with salads, 
drop from the tip end of a teaspoon 
into tiny mounds and bake .
